There is no doubt of the need for such a building in 
Wainwright; A central place for recreation for residents 
of all ages is a sound basis on which to build a healthy 
eommunity life in the district. To date no such central 
point exists, This gaping vacancy in community life here 

can be and will be filled only by the erection of the P.M. 
What more fitting tribute could there be to this districts 
fallen soldiers, airmen and sailors than a living memorial 
Isn’t it our duty to provide that memorial which in turn 
will provide the coming generations with clean healthy 
relaxation. Thé need for the P.M.C. is founded on_ this 
basis and is recognized by one and all. 


At the present time things are at a stalemate. Just 
where the blame lies is impossible to say. We are of the 
opinion though, that a certain amount of friction exists 
with the powers that be as to such points as location, cost 
and other matters. There might not be, but again this is 
only our assumption. The town council committee have 
only recently been appointed and are relatively new to 
this undertaking. The citizens committee it is expected 
are waiting on further town action, and the town is wait- 
ing further developments from the citizens committee. 
This is the one sure Way that nothing will be accomplish- 
ed. Let’s bury the hatchet and really make plans for the 
erection of this fine memorial which will keep alive for 
time immortal the sacrifices which our béys made.

Under the heading ‘‘What you get for your work,’’ a 
table shows the work hours in United States necessary 
for certain commodities under free enterprise, and the 
work hours in Communistic Russia for the same com- 
modities, 

To buy daily food, the work time in U.S.A. is 3 hours, 
in Russia 9 hours: 


To buy. cotton stockings takes 1 hour in U.S.A. 24 


hours in Russia. 


To buy a cotton shirt takes 3 hours work in U.S-A., 320 
hours in Russia. 


To buy an alarm clock takes 4 hours in U.S.A., but 160 
hours in Russia. 


Price of a bottle of beer in U.S.A- represents 10 minutes 
work, but 8 hours in Russia. 


A ladies coat is paid for in US-A. by 75 hours of labor. , 


In Russia it would be 1000 hours. 


A wrist watch means 30 hours wages in US.A., but 
1600 hours in Russia. 

Goloshies mean the wage from 3 hours work in U.S.A, 
and 160 hours in Russia-
